But to ſuppoſe with his Grace, That there are 
ſome differences (at leaſt amongſt Proteſtants) 
which they all agree are. not. abſolutely neceſſary 10 ſal- 
vation. And to deſire, That they might not be per- 
petually quarrelling amongſt themſelves, and cuting 
one Another's Throats about them ; 18.19 far from 
propagating Atheiſi, thac it over rthrows the very 
Foundation upon which they place their. main En- 
gine for Battering down all Religion;, which is, 
That it was only the Invention of Cuning Knaves 
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vail againſt it. ;This he made-good againſt the per- 
ſecution of the Fews, and Roman Emperors in its 
Infancy; againſt the Arriars and other National 
Herefics ſince 5. and this he can, and will perform 
fill againſt the Sophiſtry of all forts of Error 
without the help of a Hang-man.  - 

And tho' it cannot be faid te be an abſolute 
mark of a falſe Church to perſecute, nor does.his 
Grace any where ſay ſo; yet it is plain, That the 
perſecuting ſpirit 1n all Churches 1s Antichriſti- 
an ; becauſe thoſe Men; that are for it, profeſs 
a diffidence in our Saviour's Promiſe, That his 
Truth ſhould prevail to the end); or tacitly confels, 
They fear their own Church may not be the 
True, in doubting a Toleration may deſtroy it. 
Wheretore, 1f not believing Chriſt in his Pro- 
miſe, or forcing Men to own'and practiſe what 
we doubt of our ſelves, is not Antichriſtian, 
I know not what is; ſo on the contrary, if re- 
lying ſtedfaſtly on our Saviour's Promiſe for 
protecting his True Church, be good Divinity, 
then Toleration of all Religions can never be 
proved'to be bad. 

Now let us examine our Sir Poll in a Pulpit, 
and ſee what fort of thinking he beſtows on 
that abſtruſe. Science, - Politicks ; 'and' how ad- 
mirably ill he Glofſes on matter of Fa. |

Firſt ho' tells-you; nothing'\can make a Mo- 
narchy great 'and auguſt, but the Eove and Uni- 
on-of the People. - But what need! his Grace be 
{ent to France on this Errand £ Fer who doubts 
but the Love and Union of the People is neceſ- 
ſary to the Grandure and Power, both of Mo- 
narchies and Common-wealths: But does it 
therefore follow , that difference 'in Religton 
muſt produce fwths; which weaken that Union ? 
No, certatnly, it. the Romani Empire was ever 
Auguſt, it was 'when it' Tolerated all forts of 


Religions in the World, and introduced al] 


forts of Gods of all Nations, into thetr Capitol, 
except the. God of the 'Fews, who- having no 
Figure to be repreſented by, was by that means 
exalted above their Complement : But his-Reli- 
g1ON- WAS, nevertheleſs, not only- preſerved in 
Fudea, and {upported in the Temple, by Roman 
Gifts and Sacrifices, but was Tolerated every 
where through the whole Empire, as 1s evident 
from prophane as well as Canonical Hiſtory ; for 
in the Ats of the” Apoſtles we find' they had 
Synagogues in Salamis, Antioch, mn Piſidia, Teo- 
nitzr, Theſſalonica,, Berca , Athens, Corinth, and_ 
"Ei other Cities. And we always find too, 
That the Magiſtrates'of this Auguſt Monarchy 
were ever backward to meddle with any. Accu-. 


{ations brought agamit Men about Religion 3 
inſomuch, 
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Inſomuch , that: Plate would not Condemn 
Chriſt potil they. Accuſed ,bim- of Treaſon, in 
making , himſelf King, declaring, They had No 
King but Ceſar, and pe Lhe if be ſpared him, 
he was.no Friend to Caſar. So. under pretence 
of National Peace, Perſecution bas been! ever ex- 
erciſed, even where the Love: and:Union:of the 
People has :been founded on- Liberty to ſerve 
the Divine Nature as every Man thought good ; 
But was. It, the leſs a crime, to Murder our Savi- 
our, becauſe the ſophiſtry of the Jews turn'd' it 
into:Treaſon? .I. have, fo much Charity. to be- 
lieve.our mock Machiavel himſelf, notwithſtand- 
ing all his: Arguments for perſecution tend. to 
the contrary, would” boggle: a Jittle.at.down- 
right owning the legality of. that:Execurion. 

But Perſecution .in -all times has been mtro- 
duced under the ſpecious pretences of Peace to 
the Common-wealth.; Jajety..to \the: People, or 
care of; the Prince ;; As in .the.;1 izþ.:of St. Fohn, 
werſ.-28. when the Jews. were, met'in Council 
about our Saviour; they faid, If we.let' him thus 
alone all Men. will believe on;him, and the Romans 
ſeal cape, 'and take, away. batb -aur; plare and :Na- 
tim : And preſently, | Caiphas: - th High-Prieſt, 
cryes out, werſ. 49, '& 50. Te know nothing at all, 
nor conſider that it - 3s expedient far. us that-one 
Man ſbould die for the people and that the whole

Nation periſh not. Thus you fee the malice of 
the Jewiſh Government was \no deeper dyed in 
the Blobd of 'our: Saviour, than all National Laws 
are, which'perſecute thoſe that believe in him, 
meerly for difference in Opinion; call it Frea- 
{on or what other name” of Infamy the Makers 
pleaſe: | For\under'that pretence was the perſe- 
cution- againſt ' Pal and- Silas 'at, Theſſalonica ; 

As 15, Where The Jews, which believed not, moved with 

52,743. Envy, took unto them certain lewd Fellows, of the 
boſer ſort, \and. gathered'a Compiny, and ſet all the 
City ie an uproar, 8&c. They drew Jaſon and cer- 
tain Brethren, unto the Rulers of the City, crying, 
Theſe that have turned the World upſide down, are 
came” hither alſo ;* whonr + Faſo "bath received : 
And theſe all do contrary to the Decyees of Caſar ; 
ſaying, There is another King, one Jeſus. And 
they troubled the people, and the Rulers of the City

But to prove a little more plainly, That the 
Romans allowed'all Religions, I will prefme to' 
inſtance*the Words of Gallio,* Deputy of Achaiz, 
upon the Tumult made againſt St. Par] at'Co- 
rinth, Acts xviy. and the 14, & 15. verſ. where 
he fays; T it were a matter of wrong, or wicked 
lewdneſs, O ye Fews, reaſon would that I ſhould 
bear with you : But if it be a Que flion of Words, 
and Names, and of your Law, look ye toit; for T 
will be no judge of ſuch matters. 

Thus, thongh this Empire was not' Chriſtian - 
then, % ſufficiently ſhews; however, That divers 
Opinions in matters of worſhip, is no-ſtop or hin- 
derance to the Grandure of a Monarchy : No En- 
pire ever coming to a Greater height of Power and” 
Glory than that "of the Royans ; thereforeTdoubr 
that neither Reaſon nor dreadful Experience wilt 
prove Toleration bad Politicks, or inconſiſtent 
with Monarchy : .But on the Contrary, where 
Laws about Opinions are made diſtruQive to bro- 
perty, Hereditary Princes may be in as much'dan- 
ger as Subjects ; as was evident in the Caſes of 
our Queen Mary of Scotland, and Henry the fourth 
of France, Anceſtors of our moſt Gracious Sove-' 
reign, whoſe own troubles'too received their great- 
eſt vigor from ſuch'Laws : for it was upon aStatute 
againſt being Converted to the Doftrine of the 
Sce of Rome, That the Malicions Enemies of his 
[lluftrt-- 
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{elf would for the. poſlefiion of Fat. Livings by 
is his moſt Impudent Threatning his Majeſty 


countenanced: and diſcouraged by Toleration, ſug- 
geſting they would. then recede from an Aftive to a

Subjets of that Community, to have fuch an 
Adcivcite to their Glorions and Faithft ProteQor, 
whoſe word, rightly underftood, may be relied 
on equally to the Eaws of the-Medes and Perfians ; 
Bemg a Prince: which no Afﬀronts' or Difcor- 
ragements ' could make recede one minute from 
the moſt Adtive Loyalty to his Royal Brother. 
And modeſty it' {cl may fay, 'this, to the honor 
of one fort of Diflenters, that ſuffter'd the more 
for his ſake , That not one member of them, 
which ſtood firm to the Community, but did ex. 
preſs as Active Loyalty to his Prince, through 
all ſufferings and oppreflions they groan d under, 
as they could have done, had they ſhar'd 'with 
others in Power or Preferments : And any other 
fort of Loyalty than this may be indur'd, but: 
never rely'd on. I 

But being upon this Theam, T will yenture to. 
ſay this for. that party, That I believe not one of 
them has a wiſh to a greater Toleration for the 
praQtice 'of his Religion ( notwithſtanding the 
Plea of tellow-ſufferers with: the Crown in all 
the diſorders have happned) than they would 
delire for every, peaceable Ditlenter in the Na- 
tian: 'So much are they convinc'd, That it is for 
the ſatery, as well as honor, of that Kings they 
Love fo dearly, and by fo. many tyes of Daty, 


tO... 
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to follow the Golden rule of our Saviour I men 
tioned before. 

But becauſe my Opinion is no more reno j in 
Politicks, than our Anf{werer's; I will examine 

Pg. 29. the matters of Fa&, which, he ſays, are ſo Evi. 
dent, Has. not Indulgence, Toleration, and Liberty 
of Conſcience murder'd one King ? &Cc. ſays he: 
marry, No, fay I: For it is well known King 
Charles the Firſt, of Blefſed Memory, fought 
principally - for the Church and Biſhops, as 
Eſtabliſh'd by Law, and would never Tolerate 
any other ; no, not thoſe that were in Com. 
munion with his Queen, and Actual Service of 
himſelf. And it was that firſt principle of Pro. 
teſtants Liberty to ſearch the Scriptures , and 
Toleration to practiſe what they found there in 
there own way, which cemented the. Rebels, 
and enabled them to Overcome and Maſter the 
Crown, with its ſtrong ſupport, the Magnified 

Church, beſides moſt of the Notuity and Gen- 
try of the Kingdom. 

Therefore it was Denying, and not Granting 
Liberty .o of Conſcience ruind the Nation ; and 
made of that moſt Excellent King, a Royal 
Martyr for the Church of England.
